us againftthem, by Fire, and Seas, and Winds, 
and Rocks, and Tempefts^ fcattering all, and 
deftroying nioft of them. F or ^Offenjo Great are^ 
pffenditur omnis creatura^ the Creator* being 
offended, every Creature is readily armed to 
revenge his quarrel ; in which refpeft he is cal- 
led, The Lord of Hoib. So that of i y 8, fcarce 
40 of their Ships returned totbeBarof their 
own Haven ; and it is reported, moftof them 
alfb pcrifhed. Infomuch that in this refpc6l, we 
may (ay of Qyeen E/i2:.tf^efA,asthePbetwrketh 
of the Chriftian Emperor,

^ ObferVe here, that dbout the time of this 
Invafion, there being in Spain met* in confiil- 
tation about that bufinels, the Cardinal of ^«- 
\^ria^ theDufceof Afe^w^, Count Fuentes^ two 
/r//fc Bifliops, with fondry Military men, and 
amongft others, Wmjlade an Englijhntan ; The 
Irijh Bifliops perceiving that they expeiVed a 
Party of Catholicks in England^ re&lved, that 
true it was^ that it was not poffible to do any 
good herein England^ unlcfi there were a Party 
of Catholicks made before^hand. But fucb, faid 
they, was the policy of England^ as that could 
never be efFefted j for if any (u^icionorfear 
aroft, the Catholicks ftiould quickly beeithcr 
ihut up, or quite cut off. Ob, (aith an old Sol- 
dier,

dier, thcSre pfejfent. Hoc facit pra hobisy th^t 
xoajces for us; for by that means their Souls 
Ihall^go .to Heaven for their Religion, their Bo- 
dies; to the. Earth for their TreaTpn, and their 
Lands aod Goods tp us as Conquerors : and 
this was thaf indeed they principally aimed at. 
Npte. here, that fithence the Jefuits fet foot in 
tbisLandi there never pafled four years ii|idir 
out a moft ; peftilent and pernicious Treafbn, 
tending to, this (ubverfion of the whole State. 
After that hoftile Invafion.in 88. t^e Jefuits 
fell ^gain tgr (ecret and trealboable pi*a6):iGes. ; 
fe>r then,' iij the year gz. came P^rr/V^fe CuUen^ 
Who.was initited by Sir U^tUi^n Stanley^ Hugh 
OTifen^ Jaques Fraimceij and Holt the Je(uit^ 
and refolved by the (aid Hok to kill the Queen ; 
to which purppfe. be/received Abfolution, and 
then, the Sacrament at the hands of the laid 
Jeftiit, t;pge|:her j^ith this ghoftly counfel. That 
it was both lawful and meritorious: to kill her. 
,Nay, (aid Jaques^ that bafe Landrefi Son, (who 
was a continual prafiliftr both with this 
CuUen and others, to deftroy her Majefty ) The 
State of Englapdis, and will ne (q (etled,' that 
unleis Miftris Eiiz^heth h^ fuddenly taken 
away, all the Devils in Hell will not \k able to 
prevail againft ix^QX fhake it. 

Now CulUn'f^ Treason wa^ accompanied with 
a Book (jalleii Philofater, written for the abet- 
ting and warranting of (iich .a devillfti aft in 
general, by Crpjoi^el the Legicr Jefiiit in Sfain;^ 
undef the name oiPhilofater. Anno 94*. came 
JViltiami and X^^f^ to the fame end, 'viz^ to kill 
the Qijecin ,. being wrougBt ^o undertake fo 
vile ai^d' deteftable ^ fail; by. Father ifo/r th$ 
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Jefiiit, and other his complices j Afwl thereupon 
the (aid IVtUiams and Tork^ in the Jefuits Col 
ledge received the Sacrament togsethdf of father 
Holt^ and other 'Jefuits\ to execute the fame. 
AndthatTreafon Ukewife was accompanied with 
a Book written by the legicr Jeftiit and Re^&r at 
Rtme^ Parfinsj under the name of Doleman^ 
concerning Titles, or rither tittles-: a lewd and 
a lying book, full of falfliood, forgery and ma-^ 
ledi6kion. Anno 97. came Squire from Sfain^ 
to poyfbn her Majefty , incited, dircfted, and 
warranted by Wdlfole a Jefuit^ dien refiding 
there : at whole hands like wife, after ablblution^ 
he received the Sacrament, as' well to put the 
practice in execution, as to keep it fecret. •' All 
thefe Treafons were freely and voluntarily con-^ 
fcfled by the parties themfelves, under their own 
hands, and yet remain extant tobcfeen. ' 

In the year 1 60 1 . when pradices failed, dien 
was Force again attempted j Fof then ( as iii 
the former Arraignment hath been .;dcclared ) 
was Thomas Winter imployed to the King of 
Sfatn^ together with Tefmond the Jefiiit, by this 
Garnet^ who wrote his Letters to Arthur alias 
^ofefh Crefwelly ( the only man whom I have 
heard of to change his Chriftian name ) thele* 
gier Jefuit in Sfain^ for the furtherance of that 
negotiation, which was, as hath been (aid, To 
ofter thS (erviccs of the Englijh Catholicks to 
the King, and to deal further concerning an In-^ 
vafion, with promile from the CatholicKs here, 
of forces,both of men andhorfes,to be in a readi* 
nefs to joyn with him. This negotiation by 
the means of Crejwef, to whom Garnet wrote, 
took; fuch ^S^jtifsA the two Kingdoms (landing 



then inhdftility, tbepropofition^of thefTw^A/i 
RamijhCzAioMcks was accepted andcntertamedi 
an Army to invade (as hath beeii fpecified in the 
former Arraignmenr ) promifed, and i o o o 6 o 
Crowns to be diftributed amongft RomaniJFs 
and difconterited perfbns, making of a party in 
EnglanJyVLtid for the furtherance of the (aid fcr- 
vice granted. In the mean time the King ear-» 
neftly defired, That if the Qyeen of England 
Chouid happen to die, he might receive prcfent 
and certain Advertifement thereof. 

Now this Treafbn was accompanied with the cicm. 8. 
Popes own writing. For now doth the Holy 
Father caufe to be ^fent hither to Garnet two 
Briefs or Bulls, one to the Clergy, and another 
to the Lait/ ; wherein obferve the Title , the 
Matter, the Time. The Title of the one waj;^ 
Dile&Afiliifj 'Principihfs, dr Nobilibus, i^atho- 
Ucis AngUcanis^ Sahtem & Afojtolicarh bene- 
diBionem : that is. To out beloved (bns the No- 
tles and Gentjemen of England^ , which are 
Catholicks', Greeting, and ApoftoUcaJ benc- 
. didion. The Title of the other was, DikBis 
f flits Archipreshtera^d^ reliquo Clero Anglicanoi 
d^c. To out beloved fons, the Archprie ft, and 
the reft of the Catholick Cljergy. The matter 
was, that after the death of her Majefty, whe- 
jher by fcourft of Nature or otherwifc, whofoever 
flioufd lay claim or Title to the Crown of £w- 
ii?»^,though never fb direftly & nearly interefled 
therein, by Defcent and Blood Royal, yet un- 
l^ts he were (uch an one as would not onely to- 
lerate the Catholick ( Romijh ) Religion,but by 
all his beft endeavours and force promote it, and 
according to the ancient cuttom, would by a 
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^ietnn and faaed Oath reUgiouflyprofnife an4 
undertaise to perform the iame,: t;hcj flipuld ad- 
just or receive none to be King of England : 
frlis words are thefe, ^antumcunfue frofinqui-^ 
fate fanguinis niterentiir^ nifi. ejufimdi ejjent^ qui 
fJemCatholicam non ffstoS tolerarent^ fed omni 
fiipf fc fiudio Pro^mmerent , d^ m^e Majonm 
jurejurando Jeid' fr^fiitiirfus fiifciferent/^c.

vade the Land ; and this was to be put ip exe^ 
cution, ^uandocunque gcniingeret mifiram iBam . 
ikminm f^ M '^ifa ci;c,cdm. Whenlqevja: \i. 
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Aould lippen ^ . that thsu: miferable ' Woman 
( for fo it plea(ed the High Prieft of Rome to 
call Great Queen Eliz,adetb ) fhould depart this 
life. Was Queen Elixuibeth miferable ? f t is 
faid , that Mifira confiat ex duohus eOfftf^ariUy

Fir ft; in March 1605. up- 
on the death of her Majefty, and befoi-e they 
had feen his Majefties ' face , was Chrifiipber 
Wright employed into Spairrhy Garnet^ Catesby^ 
and Trejh/tmj:q give ad vcrtifement of the Qyeen^ 
ideatb, and to * continue die former Negotiaton

4»iring- of bi« ilifptttch^as in the fofraer^Arraign- 
tteitt bath been diidkred. In the idDOe ^W^^ doth 
<f«rjwr-^e Sopdr^iduK, ^together wkb Qerrar^^ 
and other JefttitSja^^ }e(uited C^blicks^labour, 
not onely in proi^'idirtg €^f -Horfe, which, by 
Ttbomiu yf^ttr tod Girijiofber Wright; upon 
their iev^ai n^gt^fiiatiMs, they, in the nanies of 
tdl die C^tholicks in England , .had prdrtiifed 
the King of iSjpi^fi to aififl: and do hith (eryicfe 
withal, at ibcktinke^s the &d King^flidutd lend 
Fottes^fio inv=ade; elthef^^t Mtlferd3^aven,y . or^ih 
Kmt ^ as^h^th b^Sn'e been flie^«l;ed: Bat Mo 
did, 'by'iForce of tlife <fidd two Bulk or Briefe, 
difiwadetheRoDii(h''Catholicks from yielding 
their due o»bedience'*t6 his Majefly, for that he 
Was not of the Rctoan Religion, <oiitrary'to 
die praiSKce of the ttUe Church and Church- 
men, thatundergo Wars, Fermde^ nonferien^ 
Wi?, with patience, not with ftro^es, their Wea- 
pons being jproperly Orationes t^Lachrynfte^ 
Prayers tod Tears. 

In the fame Jime 9. which Was 1 60 5. 'f'l^^ 
^acobi^ brake out likewife the Treafon rf the 
Rbmifli Priefts, TPatfon and Clark ; as alio that 

pfher Qi^itfVdter Raleigh andotbcrs. But the 
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Jefuits feeing th* the Peacewas now in great 
fbrwardnefs ^ and haviag advertiiemenc alfi>, 
that the King of Sf^ did now diftafte their 
Propofitions, fb that there was no farther hope 
left for force , then fell the^ again to fypcct 
pra6lice. As for the Bulls or Briefs before men^ 
tioned , .when Catesbjf had iiiformed G^rnct^ 
that King jFiii;i»e/ wasproclaiou^d, and the State 
fetled ; the/ were by Garnet i as himfelf hath 
affirmed, tHirnt. But to prpceed. Ixifii^t^b^ 
1603. Garnet and Cateshjf (z peftilent Traitor} 
confer together, and Catesby m general .tdj|$h 
hioi, ( though moft ft^fly ) that the King h^d 
broken proniife with the Gai;bolicks, and there* 
*fore aiTuredly there would be. ftirs in 'Emglmd 
before it were long. In S^ff ember follpwing 
meets Caie^y and Thomas Pi^rcy^ ^d after aa 
unjuflybpt a grievous complaint made by Catefi 
hyoi the Kings proceeding,, for that contrary 
to their expectations, hi^ Majefty both did hol4 
and >xras h^e continually. (0 fun the, (amccour(& 
which the Queen befofe h^h^d^ Pi^gf pre- 
fently breaks forth into this deviliOi Q)eech, 
That there .vj^as no way ) but to kill the King, 
which. he i?he (aid Pien^jr \yould vKidertake to 
do. But QaUsby^ as being f^erfuto ingenio ^ 
frofunda perfidi^^ a cunnings wily, ana a deep 
Traitor, intending *to uie this (b fiirious and 
fiery a Spirit to a further purpo(^ doth, as it 
were, ftroke .him for his great forwardnels ; 
yet with (age and (layed coun(eI, tells bim^ 
No, Tpm^ thou (halt not adventure thy (elf to 
(b fmall purpo(e ; If thoU wilt be a Traitor, 
tl^e is a Plot to greater s^ly^nuge, and f^h 4 
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one as can never be difcovcrcd j viz,k the Po^der- 
.Trcafon. 

In January^ in the firft year of his Majefty^ 
Garnet took out a General Pardon junder the 
Great Seal of Englandy of all Treafons, which 
Pardon, his Maiefty, of his Grace, granted to 
all men at his nrft entrance into his Kingdom, 
under the name of Hevry Garnet of Lmd$n^ ^ 
Gent, but therein he never ufed any of his aha^ 
diSus WaUey^ Farmer^ or any other of his feigned . 
names. But Catesby fearing left of aiiy of thofe 
whom he had ori&qld take into Confederacy, 
being touched in Ccwifcience with the horrour 
of (b damnable a fa6^, might give it over, and 
endanger the difcovery of the Plot, feeks to 
Gamep : ( as being the Superior of the Jefuits, 
and therefore ofhigh eftimation and authority 
amongft all tho(e of the Romiifa Religion) t<> 
have his judgment and refblution in Conicience, 
concerning the lawfulncfi of the facSt, that 
thereby he might be able to give {atisfa£lion 
to any who 0K>uld in that behalf make doubt 
or (cruple to go forward in that Treafon. And 
therefore Catesby coming to Garnet ^ propound- 
eth unto him the Cale,and asketb whether for the 
good and promotion of the Catholick caufe 
againft Hcreticks (the neceflity of time and oc- 
cafion fo requiring ) it be lawfiu or not, amongft 
many Nocents^ to deftroy and take away Ibme- 
Innocents ^]fo. To thisqueftion G^»ffadvifed- 
ly and refblvedly anlwercd, That if the advan- 
tagp were greater to the Catholick part by ta- ^ 

king away Ibme Innocents together with many 
Nocentfj then doubtlefs it (hould be lawful to 
JtUl and deftroy them all ; And to this purjpofe 

he 



he alltedged a comparifon of a Town or Cky 
which was poffefled by an Elnemy, Ifatthc 
time of taking thereof theire happen to be fbme 
few friends within /the place^ they muft under- 
go the fortune of the Wars in the-generaland 
common deftm£)ion of the Enemy. And this re* 
folution of Garnet the Superior of the Jefiiits, 
was the flrongeft, and the onely bond, where* 
by Catesby afterwards kept and retained aU 
the Traitors in that (o abominable and detcfta- 
ble a Confederacy. For in March following, 
Catesby^ Thomas Winter^ - and others, refblve 
iipon the Powder-plot, and Fawks^ as being a 
inan unknown, and withalla defperateperfbn, 
and a Soldier, was refblved upon, as fit for the 
executing thereof j to which purpole he was, 
in Afril following, by Thmtas Wintir (ought 
and tei(h^o\jitQt Flanders'vatoEn^a»d, In 
May^ in the fecond year of hisMajefly, Cat€s-> 
fyy Percyj John Wright^ Thomas IVinttr^ and 
Farwks mctt^ and having upon the holy Evan- 
gelifts taken an Oath of (ecrefie andconflancy 
to this effeft ; 

YOu Jhall fivear by th^ hkJfedTrimty^ and by 
the Sacrament you noiv furpofe to receit/e^ 
never to difilofe, dtreUlyorindireiHy^ by worior 
circtimftance^ the matter that jhattbi fropofiJto 
yoii to keep ficret^ nor defifi from tbegxeemion 
thereof y until the reft JbaM giv€ ywi league.

They all were Confeflfed^ had AWMutipn, 
and received thereupon * the Sacntaieftt, bjr 
the hands of Gerrard the Jefiiiti then wefeot 
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In '^upe following Catesby and Greenwel the 
'fSiAi confer about tfe Powder-treafbn. And 
2X,y^Ai\xmmtv Catesby having (jyeach with Gar" 
neipi the Powder-treafoh ; they feidthatitwas 
fo fecret, as that it tiiuft prevail, before it could 
be difcovered. Then Garnet (eemed to defire 
that the Popes coiilent might be obtained ; But 
Catesby anlwered, that he took that as granted by 
the Pope in tfaejwb Buls or Briefs before j Fer 
"that (aid he, if iro^ere lawful not to receive, or 
to repel him, as the i^id Buls or Briefe did im- 
port, then it is la><ffiiI'aUb to expel or cafthim 
odt. Upon the jthioi July 1604, ^^^ ^^e 
Parliament Prorogued until the yth. of Febru- 
ary • and in November following, Jhowas 
Bates ^ being ( as hath been declared more -at 
large in the former Arraignment ) fetched in by 
Catesby his mafter, topaiticipateinthePowder- 
treafbn, for better aflurance of hislecrecy, and 
profecution thereof, is by GreenwelA^ Jefuit 
confeflfed encouraged andrtold, that being for 
a good caufe, he might and ought not onely con- 
ceal it, as committed unto him in ftcret by his 
mafter, but further (aid, that it was no oflEence 
at all, but juftifiable and good. About this 
time was Robert Keyes taken into the Confe- 
deracy, and by Catesby refolved of the lawfol- 
nefi thereof from the Jefiiits. 

In the iith.of December th^y cntred the

confederates, give Oivtn the Oath of (ecrecjr 
and pcrfeverance, and then acquaints him MWth 
the whole Treafon : Who having been a moft 
maUcious and inveterate Traitor, giieatly ap- 

{)lauded it, and gave his confent and counfel 
or the furtherance thereof. In May i6oy, fell 
out certain BroiU in Wales \if^ the Romifli Ca- 
tholicks^ at what time alfb iJ(?o;fe«2;W was by 
Catesbj acquainted with the ]?owder-treafon,and 
rcfolvcd of the lawfuliiefiof the fa6l by him as 
from the Jefiiits. Now doth G^rw^ write to the 
Pope, that commandment might come from his 
Holinels,orel(e from Aqua'v}va tht General of 
the Jefuits, for theftayingof all commotions 
of the Catholicks here in England, intending 
indeed to (et their whole reft of the Catholick 
Romifh caule, upon the Powder-plot, and in the 
mdaa time to lull us afleep in fecurity, in re(pe<3 
of their diflfembledquietnefi aCnd conformity, as 
alfi) leaft impediment might be offered to this 
main Plot by reafon of any fiif picion of the ftir- 
fing of Papifts, or of inqjiiry after them upon 
occafion of any petty commotions or broils. 
But when he further defired, that it might be fo 
epjoyned upon cenfiires, that latter requeft was 
not grantedf, leaft it might indeed be an impedi- 
ment to the Powder-plot. 

In ^fine following doth Greenwel the Jefiiit 
confiilt with G/jr»ef his Superior, of thd whole 
courfe of the Powder-treafon at large. Where- 
in pbfcrve thopblitick and fubtil dealing of 
this {jornsP. .Firft he would not ( as he faith ) 
.^oHjfer or it with a lay nian ( other than Cstedj^ 
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whom he fb much trufted ( jj^hy Co ? becaufe 
diat; Tinight derogate from' the reverence, of hi» 
Places That a Jefiiit^ and a Superior of them, 
(hould openly jojrn with Laymen in caule of (b 
much bloud j And therefore ileconrlly, as he 
would coniuk of it with a Prieft, and a Jefiiir, 

. one of his own order and his rub}e6l^ fo for his. 
fiirthep (ecurity, he would conftilt thereof with 
Qreenwei the Jefuit, as in a dilguifed confefHon. 

. And being informed, that the difcourle would be 
too long to repeat kneeling, he answered that he 
would coniult with him of it in tonfefiioo 
walking j and (b accordingly in an ambulatory 
' Gonfeflioo, he at large difoourfed with him of 
the whole Plot of the Powder-treafon ; And thati 
a Prote<9:or ( after the Blow ^iven ) (hould be 
choienoutof fuchof the Nobility as (hould bo 
warned and refervcd. 

In this ^Moneth likewife was there a greai 
conference an4 confultation betwixt Garmt^ 
Gattsby^ and Francis Trejham^ concerning the 
ilrength of the Catholidcsin England^ to the 
end that Garnet might by Letters fend direfl 
Advcrtilcment thereof to the Pope ; for that hi^ 
Hoiine(s would not be brought to (hew his in- 
clination concerning any Commotion or rifing 
of the Catholick part, until fuch time as he 
(hould be certainty informed that they had 

, (iifficient and able Force to prevaiL 

Andinjiugnfi ioiiovflnfy Garnet, m a conr 
ference had about acquainting of the ?ope 
with the Powder-trca(on, named and appointed 
Sir Edmund Baynam fortbcarryrthatmeflageto^ 
the Pope, yet not to him as rope, butto hini 
as a tempofal Prince, and by him doth Garnet 
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lirrite Letters in ib^t behalf ;. as alfofor ftaymg 
of Gommotions, under pain of Cenfufcs, wcu 
knowing that before his Letters c6uld be an- 
l^ered, the Houfeof l^arliiment( according to 
their defigns ) fhould have been blown Up, and 
the whole ftate overthrown/ But this trick he 
uled like a tbief^ that going tofteal and take* 
Partridges with a letting dog, doth rate his dog 
for qucfting or going too near, until he have 
hid his net over them, for fear the gamefhould 
be fprung, ^nd the purpofe defeated; 

In this Moneth alio doth Oarmt write to 
Baldwin the Legier Jefiiit in the ]Low-Coun- 
treys , iii the behalf of Catesly , that OwtH 
fiiould move the Marquefs for a Regiment of 
horfes for him the feid Cateshy^ not with any 
intent, as it was agreed, that Cateshy fliould 
undertake any fuch charge, but that under co** 
lour of it, horles and other neceflkrics might 
be prcfvided without (iifpicion to furnifh the 
Traitors. 

In September following "doth IParfins th« 
Jefiiit write to Garnet^ to know the particulars 
of the TrojeB in hand, for the journey to Saint 
Winifrides Well in this Morteth. It was but 
a Jergon, to have l^etter opportunity by co- 
lour thereof, to confer and retire thtifrfelvcs 
to thofe parts. 

In October doth Garnet meet the other Trai- 
tors at Coughton in PTarwickJhire^ which was 
the place of Rendevouz,^ whither they relbrted 
out of all Countreys.

yllpon the ^th. of No'vcmber,^t0.T]y in the 

Morning, Catesbj ind the faid Confecferates 
. diipatched Thomas Bates with a Letter to Garnet 

the (uperior of the Jefiiits, who was ( as they well 
• k^e^y )^ then ready at Coulton near unto them,; 

earneftly intrisating his h?lp and aitflance, for 

the railing of Waks^ and puttingfb many as he 
X>w^d into open Rebellion. At what time G<?r»eV 
j9^^ rQramikl ( who then of purpofe was there 
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Ivith Garnet, ) then certainly perceiving that the 
Plot was mdeed difcovered, and knowing tbem- 
lelves tobe thecbiefeft Authors thereof, prophe=- 
fied the overthrow of the whole orderor the 
Jefuits, faying that they feared that the difcove*- 
fy andmilcarryingof this pra6Hfe, Would utter- 
ly undo and overthrow the whole Society of the 
Jefuits. But Gree«2^e/ the Jefiiit being carried 
with a more violent and fiery fpirir, poftcth up 
and down, to incite fiich as he could to rife up in 
open Rebellion. And meeting in Mafter^feisg- 
tovs houfe #ith /fo/? another Jefiiit, advifeth 
him th6 faid iJall likewifc to loole no time, 
but forthwith to feek to raife and (Hr up fb many 
as he could. But Hall (eeming to delibemte 
thereof, whether feeing no end or fb rafh an at- 
tempt, or fearing by that means to be himfelf 
apprehended, Tefinond told him that he was a 
Flegmatick fellow, and faid, A man may herein 
fee the difference betwixt a Flegmatick man 
(^fiichashemeant/foi/was) and a Cholerick, 
ais he fsLiA himfelf was ; and further added, that 
he Was refbtved to do his beil endeavors for the 
raifingof a Rebellion, under thisfalfe pretext 
and colour^ That it was concluded that the 
throats of all tl^e CathoUcks in England fhoidd 
be cut. So'perfuading himfelf to incite ihem 
to take Arms for tofland upon their Giiard and 
. Defence i and with this advice he poftedaw^ 
into the County o( Lancafier: afterwards H^ 
the Jefiiit, otherwife called Oldcom^ being 
urged by Humphrey Littleton with the evil (iic- 
cefs of their intended Treafon^ that fiirely God 
was difple^fed and offended with fiidi uloodv 
and barbarous courfes, in fleadof anhumbfe 
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acknovkdgiijept of the Juftice of God, and a 
%ifepf dae wickcdnefi of the Treafon, fejl rar 
ther Satanically tp argue for the j.uftificatioh of 
the fime , and (aid , Ye piufl: not judge the 
caufe.by the event: for the eleven Tribes of 
Ifrael were by God himfelf commanded to go 
^d fight againft Benjamin^ yjtt were they twice 
overthrown.Soi>i2;wofFr^;!i^tffightingagainft 
the Turk^ his Army was (cattered, and Jimifclf 
d.ied of the Plague. And laftly, the Chriftians 
defending the RhodeSy were by the Turks over- 
come. And theft he applyed to the Powder- 
treafbn, and perfwaded Littleton not to judo^e it 
ungodly or unlawful by the event. 

Pbfervejiere a double confequent of thi$ 
^ Powder-trealbn : i. Open Rebellion / as hath 
been fbewed both immediately before , and 
mpre at large ip the former Arraignment : 
and fjnce fjiac blafphemy in Garnet^ the 
Superior of the Jefbits : for he leaving liber- 
ty in the Tower jto write, and (ending a Let' 
ter ( which Letter was openjy (hewed in the 
Court bjcfore him ) to an acquaintance of his 
in the Gatehoufe, there was nothing therein to 
be (een but ordinary matter, and for certain ne- 
ceflaries : but in the Margerit, which he made 
very great and (pacious, and Underneath where 
there remained clean paper, he wrote cunningly 
with the Juiceofan Orange, or of a Lemmori^ 
to pubhlh his Innocency , and concerning hi^ 
u(age, and there denieththo(e things which be- 
fore he had freely and^voluntarily confeff?d,and 
(aid, that for the 5p^«i/feTrea(bn, he was freed 
ty his Majcllies Pardon, and as for thePowder- 
tjTcafbn, h^ hoped for want of proof againft him, 
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to avoid that well enough : but concIudetK blrf^ 
phemoufly , applying the words which were 
fpioken of our bleflfed Saviour, to himfelf in this 
damnable Trea(6n,and faith, Necejfe efi ut untk 
homo mor'taturp'o foffulo^ It is fieceflary that onq' 
man die for the people j which words Caifhas 
f^ke df Chrift. Wherein note his Prevarica«» • 
tion and Equivocation j for before the Lords 
^Commiilioners, he truly and freely confeflTed hw 
TrcafbnSjbeing (as himftlf under his own hand* 
confefled) overwhelmed tantanube teftium^ and 
yti ad faciendum fopulum^ in his Letters which 
he wrote abroad , he cleareth himftlf of the 
Powder-Trea(bn. And thus much concerning 
the twoCircumftances fiibftquent, which were 
Rebellion and Blafphemy. 

The Cirpumftances concurring, are concern- 
ing the Perfbns offending, and ofiended. For 
the principal Pcrfon offending here at the Bar, 
he is, as ypu have heard, a man of many names. 
Garnet^ Wdllye^ Darcy^ Aoberts^ Farmer^ PhtU 
lips : and furely I have not commonly knoWn 
or obfcrved a trup man, that hath had fo man/ 
falle Appellations. He is by Countrey an Eng- 
lifhman, by Birth a Gentleman, by Education 
a. Scholar, afterwards a Correftor of the Com- 
mon Law Prinr,with Mr. Tottle the Printer, and 
now is to be corrected by the Law. He hath 
many Gifts and Endowments of Nature, by Arc 
Learned, a good Linguift, and by Profeflion a 
Jefuit, and a Superior, as indeed he is Superior 
to all his Predeceflbrs in dqvillifh Tre^fbn j a 
Doilor of Jefuits, that is,* a Doftor of five Dd, 
as, Diflimulation,. Depofing of 'Princes, Difpo- 
fing of Kingdoms, JD^unting and deterring of 
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3ubjf£is,and D)eftru£l;ion« Their Difllmulatioa 
appe^rcdi out of their E)o6lrine of Equivocation, 
0>iiceming which it was thought tit to touch 
(bmcthing of that,which wasmorq copiouily de- 
livered in the former Arraignment, in refpe£l of 
the prefcnce of Garnet there, who was the Su- 
perior of the Jeluits in £»^Aiw^, concerning the 
Treatife of Equivocation, feen and allowed by 
Gm'net , and by Blackwell the Arch Priell^ 
whcrdp* under the pretext of the lawfulnefi of 
a mixt proposition, to exprels one part of a mans 
mind , and retain another, people are indeed 
JCaught not only iimple lying, but fearful and 
danmabl? Blalphemy. And- whereas the Jefiiits 
ask why w^ convi6l and condemn them 
not for Herefie ; it is for that they will Equivo* 
cate, and fo cannot that way be tryed or judged 
, according to their words. 

Now for the antiquity . of Equivocation, it is 
indeed very old, within httle more than 500 
years after Cb-ift, ufed hyArrius the Heretick, Socrat. 
who having in a general Counfel been con- Hi^. 
demned, and then by the copimandment of Ccn^ 
fiantine the Emperor fent into Exile,was by the 
(aid Emperor upon inftant interceffion for him, 
'and promife of his future conformity to the Ni- 
rew faith, recalled again : who returning home, • 
& having before craftily fet down in writing his 
Heretical beUef,& put it into his bofom,when hfi 
came into the prefence of the Emperor, and had 
the iJieem faith propounded unto him, and was 
thereupon asked, whether he then did indeed, 
and ib conikntly would hold that faith ; he 
(clapping his hand upon hi§ bofom* where his 
paper lay) jj^^erc^ wd vowed, that h^ did, an(I 
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(b would conftantly profefi anid hold that Faith 
( laying his hand on his boforn ^hcre the paper 
bfhisHerefielajr)' meaning frai|dulently (by 
the wpLy of Equivocation ) that faith of his; 
own, which heiiad written and carried in his 
1x)(bm. For theft Jefuits^ they indeed make 
no vow of {peaking truth-, and yet even thi^ 
Ecjuivocatin^ and lying, is a kind of unchafti- 
tjj againft which th^ vow and promife : For 
as it hadi been (aid of old. Cor Ungud fader at 
natura fanBio^ 'vehti in qmdain cefto Cotmubio : 
Ergo cumdijfonmi cor d^ locjuutio^Sermo toncifi^ 
tur in Adulterioy that is, The law andSaiiSibn 
of Nature, hath (as it were ^ married the heart 
and tongue, by joyning and knitting of them 
together iii a certain kind of marriage j and 
therefore wh?n there is diftord between them 
two, the (peech that proceeds from them, is (aid 
to be conceived in Adultery ; and he that breeds 
fiich bafljard children, offerids againft Chaftity. 
But note the heavy and woful fruit of this Dor 
<&rinc of Equivocation. Francis Trtjham b'eing 
near his natural death in the Tower,had of cha- 
rity his wif(^ permitted ( for his comfort ) to 
come unr^o hiin : who underftanding that her 
husband had before direftly and truly accuftd 
Garnet of the Spanijh Trcafbn , left belike her 
husband fliould depart this life, with a con(ci- 
fnce, that he had revealed anything concerning 
the Superior of ihej^e/i/ri, a very little before 
he died, drew him to this, that his own hand be- 
ing (b feeble, as that he could not write himftl^ 
yfet he cauftd hisftrvant then attending on him, 
ro write that which he did diftate, and there- 
in protefted upon bis (alvation, that \xQ bad fiot: 
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leen the laid G^tmet of 16 years before , and 
thereupon prayed , that his former con* 
feflion to the contrary might in no wife take 
place. And that this paper of his RetraSution, 
which he h^d weakly^ and dyingly iubicribed^ 
might after his death be ddivered to the Earl 
of Saliibury : Whereas Mafter Garnet ^imfelf 
< hath clearly confefied the Spamjh Treaibn, and 
now acknowl^ged the &me at the Bar ; and he 
and Miftreis J^aux and others dire£l)y confefi and 
(ay, that Garnet and Trejham had within two 
years (pace been very onen tcxgether, and al(b 
many times before. But^uatis vita, finis ita. 
And Garnet himfelf being at the Bar afterwards, 
urged to (ay what he thought of (iich the de^ 
fdTtuitof Francis Trejham out 6f this life, an- 
iwered only this,! think he meant to Equivocate. 
Thus were they (Gained with their oV^n works, 
and went a whoring with theirown Inventions, 
as it is in the Plalm. So that this is indeed Gens 
fetfida^^ccovdmg to the Hymn,a perfidious peo- 
f le,and therefore Jurat? crede minus ^nen yura$ t 
credere noliijuratyncn Jurat bofiis^abhcfiecave. 
For their Do<^rine of Depofing of Princes, 
Simanca and Philopater are plai|i ( as hath in 
the former Arraigi^ent been more amply de- 
ckred, and was now again at large to Garnets 
face repeated.) If a Pnnce be an Heretick, then 
he is Excommunicated, Curled, and Depo(ed, 
his children deprived of all their Right of Suc^ 
ceiCon, himfelt not to be reftored to bis Tem- 
poral Efbate upon repentance ; and by an He- 
retickthey profelsthat he is ihtended and meant, 
namely, whofbever doth not hold the Reli^on 
p{ the Church qf E/me, N^ystfa^re is an ^ler 
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mxd a mctff >c(Kpedite way xhm all tHeff^ f^ 
ofi the QroWn from o^ t^e bead of any Khg 
ChriftcQed wbairfbever^wji^ch is this, Thw P«»h 
ceps iiMg(nUob4T0:k^^4imuitRiffmm^ If any 
Prince (hall biu; tokrat^ or favour Hereticl^s, he 
lofeth bi3 KiAgiiom : N^ . whereas Garmt in 
defence c^ this ulurped power pf the high Prieft 
of Rome^ alledged , N^s SanB9rt0$^ ^c. out 
of the Deaetals, in tfeie very next Title before 
that, there is another Decree that pa0eth all we 
j^averecit^, wherein it.i$lbewed, thitZacbarj 
the Pope depoled Cbil4^mk of Frawce , for 
nothing^ elle .the^e fpecified, Sed qma Inmlis^ 
but onely fgr that he was reputed unprofitable 
to Govern. 

Now as concerning their daunting and deter* 
Ifingof Subje6b, whic:bis a part.oT the Jefuits 
proTeflion : It iK^re good that they would know 
& remember,how that the moft Noble & famous 
Kings of England^ never were afraid of Popes 
BmIIs) no not in the very midnight of Popery, as 
jE;^3i^4^r^ the ConfelTor, H^n.i. Edw.i. Ric.x. 
Hin* 5:. HenJ^ c^c. And in the time of Henry 
the feventh, and in all their times , the Popes 
Legate never paffcd Calks ^ but flayed there,and 
came not to England^ until he had (aken a io^ 
lemn Oath to do nothing to the detriment of (be 
Cmwn or State. 

For the pcrfons oflfended, they were thefe : 
Firft, thefKing, of whom I have fpokeA often, 
but never enough ; AKing of High and moft 
Noblt^^ancient Defcent, as hath been briefly de- 
clared, and in himlclf fuU of all Imperial Ver? 
tues; Religion, Juftice^ Clejnency, Leamios, 
Widom, Jljemory , A&bility, and the reft.

The obfervations are many, and only in a 
word to be touched. TTie firft is, that in the 
Spoffifh Trca(bn before mentioned , and this 
Powder-treafon, there was the feme order,ctofe, ^ 
and end. The order wa^ firft to deal by iecrct 
pradice and Treafon, and then by force and in^ 
vafion. The caufe which they pretend, was the 
Romifh Catholick Religion. The end was the 
final deftru^on of the Royal (iicceflion , yea 
even Occidere RegfiufHyto overthrow and diifolve, 
the whole KSng^m.

3. Concerning the Jefuits^ he faith^ That if 
any were frivyto fuch horrible Treafons^ it, was 
impious y eJpeciaUy in men of their profejjion : But 
Jaidy That be talked withfome of them about it^ 
and that they denied it. 

4. Touching my felf The Negotiation into 
Spain was, indeed propounded unto me^ and I 
was alfo acquainted with the Negotiation for 
Money y but ever intending it Jhoula be befioweA 

for the relief of poor Catholicks : But when they 
were, there y they moved for an Army-y which 
when they afterwards acquainted me withaUy J 
mijliked ity andfaidy It would be much dijlikedat 
Rome. Onely Imufi needs confefsy I did conceal it, 
after the example of Chrifiy who commands us^ 
when our Brother offendsy to reprove himyfor if 
he do amendy we *have gained him.

Whereupon G^^r^^/" feriftvered, T%ai he might Garnet, 
not doit '^ mi for fending of Lettirs^ andcom^ 
inending fome f erjons thereby ^ he confefjed he did 
it often^ as they wire commended to him^ ovitbr 
out knowing either their Turfofes^ or fome of their 
Terfqns : for he newr kne'W Mr, Wright for 
li^hom he writ. 

The Earl of Salisbury tbetl replied to Garnet^ Earl of 
I muft now rctoiember you, hdW httle any of 5/i/ftf^«r;', 
your Aqlwers can ftiake for your purpofe,, 
when you woijild leek to colour your dealing 
With- Baynhamj * by prof^ng to write to • 
Rome to procure a: countermand of Conlpira^- 
ties. And yet you kno^, when he .took his joui - 
ney cowards iR,(7^e^ the blow muft needs have 
been paffed before the time he could have, 
arrived to the Popes prefence, ( iuch being 
your zeal and his hafte for any iRjcb prevention ) 
as it Was jaboutthe xoth, 6t our O^o^^rwhen 
he paffed by Florence towjirds J^ome. 

To which Garnet made no great anfwer^ but q^^^^^ 
let it ft^fs. And then weHt m "With his defence of 
fenMng Letters in commepdatiop of many ofthoje 
with which he had been formerly charged i and 
fo confejkdj that he h^ written in comnHndor 
tion of Fawks, thinking that he went to ferve 
as fi Sqldicr^ not knowing then of any other fur-^ 
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fofe he had in hand. And as for Sir Ectirtond 
Baynhain, oi^hap he or Mr. Catesby intended^ be 
knev^ not in f articular j cnely .Mr. Catesby 
asked him in general the cjuefiion^ ofthelaovful-- • 
nefs to defiroy Innocents v/ith Nocents^ as had 
been before cbjeBedagainfi him ; o/Jhichat firfi^ 
I f bought y faid GzmtX.^ had been an idle eiuefiion^ 
though afterwards I did ^verify think^ iein* 
tended fomething that was not good. Whereufon ' 
having Jhortly after this received Letters from 
Rome, to prohibit alllnfurreBions intended by 
Catholicksy which wight pertwh this State^ 
Garnet informed Catesby t hereof ^ and told him ^ 
That if he froceeded aginft the Tofe^s wiU^ he 
could not frevaiL But C^Siteshy refujed^ and 
faidy He wouldnot take notice of the Pope^s plea- 
fiire by him. * Noiwithfianding he Jnewed to 
Catesby the general Letter which he had re- 
€eived fromKomt ; but faid, he Would inform 
the Pope, and tell GrsiYTitX. alfo in farticularwhat 
attempt he had in han^ if he r would hear it : 
which afterwards he offered to do^ but Garnet 
refufed to hear him, and at two feveral times re^ 
^uefiedhim to certifie the Pope what he intended 
todo. • 

And when Sir Edmond Baynham ( as be 
pretended) was to go o^fer into Flanders for a 
Soldier, Garnet thought good to fend him to the 
Pope's Nuncio, and to commend him to cither 
fiiends of his. That they fisould fend hitn to in- 
form the Pope of .the difirefj'edefiate ef the Ca- 
tholicks in England: the rather, that the Pope 
having a Lay-man there, might be acquainted 
ivith all their proceedings : And that hsLynhsLin 
might thm horn of ,the Pope, what courfe he 
* '. •-' would 



'Would aivife the Catholich in England to take 
for their own good ; but wijhed fiaynham in no 
cafe to ufe Garnet'i name to the Nuncio in that 
behalf. 

Then were the two Witnejjis called for^ both 
of them Perfins of good efiimation^ that over* 
heard the Interlocution betwixt Garnet and 
Hall the [fefuit^ viz. Mr. FsLXxfet^ a man learned^ 
and a Jufiice of Peace ; and Mr. Locker Ion. 
But -Mr. Fauftt being not frefent, was fent for 
to appeal ; ^tnd in the mean time Mr. Lockerfon, 
who being depofed before Garnet, delivered upon 
hts Oathj that they heard Garnet fay to Hall^ 
** They will^ charge me with my Prayer for the 
^.^ good fuccefs of the great ABion^in the beginning 
" of the Parliament:^ and vnth th Verfes which 
" I added in the end of my Prayer^

" It is true indeed (faid Garnet) that I prayed

Here Garnet replied^ That for the t7Vo Gentle- _ 
men that beard the Interlocution^ he would not 
charge them ii^ith Perjury ^ becaufe he knew them 
to be boneft men ; yet bethought they didmijiake 
fome things^ though in the fub/lantial parts be 
confejjedj he coulanot deny their relation. And

Where^' 
upon Father Grcenwell told him the whoWPlotj 
and aU the particulars thereof ^ with which he 
proteped thai he was viery much difiemfered^ and 
could never fleep quietly afterwards^ but fome^ 
times prayed to God that it jhould not take 
effe^. 
Earl of To that the Earl of Salisbury replied. That 
^alubury, \^ (hoiild do Well to (peak clearly of bi^ devo- 
tion in that wint; for otherwift he muft put 
him in rcmcmDrance, that he had confefled to 
the Lords,- That he had offered Sacrifice to God 
for ftay of that Plot , unlcfi it were for the 
good of the Catholick* Caufe ; and in no other 
fafliion ( (aid his Lordfliip ) was. this State be^ 
holding to you for your Maffes and Oblations. 
Adding thus much further. That he wondrcd 
why he would not. write to his Superiour^<yi^tfT 
viva^ as well of this particular Powder-Trea- 
iott^ as to procure prohibition for other finallef 
matters. - - . 
Garnet, Garnet faintly anfwered. He might not dif 

clofe it to any^ becaufe it was matter of fecret 
Confejjion^ and would endanger the life of di'Xftrs 
men. 
Earl of Whereunto the Earl of N&rthampton re» 
i^ortkam, plied, That that matter of Confeillon, which 
before he refuled to confefe, becaufe he would 
fave lives, be confefled it noW to endanger his

idle and frivolous. 

Then G^met told the Lords, That he com'(Sarnet.

far have ruled him^ as he would have been per- - 
Jwadedto dejifi. 

Then feid the Earl" of Salishmjy Why did Earlof ^^- 
you refufe to hear Catesby tell you all the par- ^«>^«0'- 
ticulars, when he would have told you, if you 
had been defirous to prevent it ? 

Garnet replied. That ifter Greenwell had Q^Ymt. \ 
told him what |V was which Catesby intended^ 
and that he called to mind what Catesby [aid 
to him J at his firfi breaking Tinth him in general 
terms J his Soul was fi troubled with mijlike of 
that f articular^ as he was loath to hear any more * 
of it. 

Well then ((aid the Earl of Salisbury) you fee Earl of 5^- 
his heart. And then turning to the Lords Com- 1^^^^^* 
miffioners, he deCred leave of them, that he 
might ufe Ibnie fpeech concerning the proceed- 
ing of the State in this great cauft, from the 
firft beginning until that hour ; and fo began 
to this effeft, That although the Evidence had - 
been fo well diftributed and dpenedbyMr.

nent Jiiri(di£Uon : For otherwifc, who did not 
know, that the quality of poor Henrjf Garnef 

. fnight have npdergope a piore ordinary form 
of Trial, and happily in (bme otijer place oflcfs 
pote and obfervation ? And (b bis Lordfiiip 
took an occafion to declare. That the. City of 
London was fb dear to the King, apd his Ma-

' (wer o£ Garnet more particulady to this et 
feci. I. For Equivocation, it is true indeed, 
that they do outwardly to the world conderm 
lying and perjury, becaute the; contrary were 
too palpable, and would make them odious to 
all men : But it is open and broad lying and 
for(wearing , not (ecret and ' clofe lying and 
perjury, or (Wearing a falflbood which is ixioft 
• abominable, and without defence or example. 
And if they allow it not generally in others, yet 
at leaft in them(el\^es , their confederates and 
. aflbciates in trea(bnable prafticej , they will 
both warrant and defend it, efpfcially whea 

it 
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it may ferve their turn, for (uch purpoles and 
ends as they look after, x. G>nceming the 
usurped power of the Pope in depofing of 
Princes, neither is it the general DoArine of 
the Church, as he falily (aid, neither allowed 
or tolerated by all Princes, who are otherwiie 
of' their Religion, as may appear out of the 
French difcourfe written to the French King 
againft the re-admitting of the Jefuitical 
Fa6);ion. And whereas he would pick a 
thank, in feeming to (pare and exempt King 
James our Soveraign; it is not pcrniUeto 
avoid their diftin6):ion of being Excommuni- 
cated ^ji/r^, if not Je faff 0'^ bowfocverif it 
be true alfo, that the Pope doth, Js fa£to^ every 
year once curie all- Hcreticks. For Recufants 
not going to Church, theexampleof theCa*- 
tholicks not joyning in fervice and prayer with 
the Arrians^ who denied a main Article of the 
Chriftian Creed, doth no ways hold, neither 
can h agree to us, of whom nofiicbimpous 
bkfphemy can be (hewed or imagined. That 
Garnet (aid. He knew (bmc, who before the 
Bull came, went not to Church, it maybe true 
perhaps in (bme one or two perverted and per- 
verie men like himfelf : But whereas he pro- 
duced the Council of Trent ^ as if there' the nSat- 
ter had been determined, and thereupon in- 
ferreth, that after that all Romifli Catholicks 
refiifed to meet with us at Church in time of 
prayer, it is a grofi error ; forthelaftSeflion 
of that Council was in the year of our Lord 
1563, which was in the fifth year of Qyeen 
Elifabeth i whereas I (hewed, and am able 
to judifie and prove, That their Romifli 
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EagUQi Catbaiicks COTietaourSfen^lceinotSr 
Churi^s until the nineteenth year of her Mii- 
^fty, which was many years after that Council 
was ended. 

Concerning Garnet hitnfelf: .Firft, for that 
sipfwesiof his, that hekoew^f the Po.wdfer-Trear 
Ion by GonfdSion ; it is true Which before was 
ipoken, that fuch A&s a& this is. Nan lau4an(ur - 
mfi firabia^ arc then onely commended when 
they fire performed ; but othcrwife , firft;

It was a futm3e thing to be done, and 
not already then executed. ?. Gre^n'U^ told 
it not of himielf that . he fhould do it, but of 
Faiirks^ Percy, Cateji^j^ Winter^ arid others j 
and therefore he ought to have difcovercd 
them, forthatthcy wcrenaConfitents. 4. He 
might and. ought to have discovered tbenii(l 
chief., ^fdr prcfervation of the State,- i;hpu^ 
he had txtncBaled the peitbns.

Garnet might have com^ 
ma^ed Gfr^ciu^^^ha^ ^^^ ^^ of the Powder, 
treason, to have defifted, hut did not ^ but 
Greenwelwcnt flill oawith the Treaibn, and 
when it was difcloled, went into the Coun- 
trey to move Rebellion, which doubtlefs he 
would never haye. done, if ^Garnet had for* 

^bidden him : ihenefore he £iid, h^ might ^y 
wijth the Orator Tudfy^ Cut adfimt tefiimonia 
reramy qmd ofw tf ^verbts ? Moreover Mr. 
Attorney added, hmi. Garnet writ firftfor Tho^

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Seas J arid smother, that Geraf'd was gone ib 
Father Parfimsj and that Miftris ^me was in 
Town ( meaning Mrs. Anne Faux) afid many 
other things were by them uttered in that con* 
ference; 

By thistiroecamein Mr. Forfet^ who being 
depofed, afiirmed likewi(e, that their examiiia'- 
tion^ and the matter therein contained, were 
true J (ayingfurther, ITiat both ot them took 
Notes of that which they took of Garnet and 
HaVy as hear as poffibly thqr could, and fct 
down nothing in their laminations, but thof^ 
things, wherein both their Notes, and perfeft 
Mettxories agteed and aflented ; and that many 
things that were vtiy material, and of great 
moment, were lef^out^of their Examinations^ 
becauleboth their Notes and 'Memories did not 
perfe6fcly agree theriein. 

And no^ one of the Letters, which wer^ 
written withSacfc, was (hewed to the Court, by 
which appeared, that Hall and Garnet had inters 
locution together. Mr. Attohicy here inferred,

Garnet^ being then Magifter in Ifiael^ and Re&ar 
cheri^ could oi^ would be ignorant of their pre- 
fixed end J as though (b grave a Perfbnasyour 
ftlf, Were likely to (et his hand to Blancks like a 
baby, and to leave the reft to the difpofition of 
a man wholly tranfported with fiery humors :

flbouW take, or hbw fkt he bught to ftram ht 
the feairing of a Princes life, that othefwife i$ 
fare to perifh bjr 'the tage knd ignorahce in- 
vinciWe of a bale Vilkln, ( whofe Ufe ^nftrer$ 
not in vtflOe the lead: %air of a Printed head ) 
becaufe time fiifters not : But I am fere, that 
for a matter of lefi weij^t than this, and a 
crime of Ids importance than the life both of 
Prince and State, Confeflion received a deep 
wound for a long time, more than a thoufand 
years paft, in the Church of C()»/?^»f/wryfe For 
God forbid that matters of fiich weight fhould 
hang.by fuch feeble threeds. But to this exculfc 
of tendernefi in the point of GonfeflJon, 1 
would anlVer by making agreitdoubt. Whe- 
ther this courfe of conference were a Cpnfeffioh 
or not : for againft ybur bare wonfe, which 
Ecjuivocation fuppofts, I obje6t ^ine likeli- 
hood, iThat fince you kneeled fometimes,' and 
fbmetimes walked up and down j Chcei * Aa^ti&r 
of coAfpiracy Were interlaced with rtiattfet of 
Gonfeffion, not for cafe of corrfcience, as fliould 
appeaf , but for advice in execution ; fince Green- 
TPel was abfolved inftantly, which Excludes the 
ftiift of 4*eference; and Grettrwtl fliould be 
found to lie to the holyGhbft, m cafe this- Were 
a trUeConfeffion, in promifing (-Mr'. Oarmt) 
as you fey, to diffwade the proje<5l:, which he 
proftcutcd even to the laftpoint, asiscvidient: 
and after the Powder Camp brake Up, I con- 
clude , that though this ' diftovery / \irere by 
confeffion, yet it "w^^ no' Superfitkof to your 
former knowledge from Cattsby^ your trufty 
friend: and if it were none, then it dan be no 
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f^bcei^ian for fsith putrified. What need we 
iedc Hgbt through cotiweb-Wns^ when th^ 
drift of your whole- device in feddng to con* 
elude from one what joii kamcd of aijbther, and 
iix>m'all what.youafteded and abetted i^ your 
hearty doch evidemly prove your coimiels to 
have been carried^ along, with iiich a temper 
of refervedne&^ dswbenfoever tnifchicf flioold 
be brought to light, the world might rather 
dodder at . your caurion^ .than tommend your 
fidelity. 

. By ihapingioch weak an(weri to.den(ioriftf»< 
tbns fo mamfefli, you muft either work by the 
jRing of Gig€f,^'m . making your audacity and 
prcjRimption invifible ; or hold a very weak 
cbnceit of our capacities, in fuppofing that 
tkey can be cither daded or deluded by fuch 
poor Sof^iftry. For though you pretend to have 
received a deep wounjd in Confcience at the 
£tft revealing of the plot, to have loft ,your 
flcep with vexation or fpirit, to have oftered 
and prayed to God for his preventing gracej 
to have required GremweP^ hdip and mrthe- 
ranee in croffirig and diverting the defign; 
yet all this wbiie you fuffered the proje<Si: to 
proceed, you. helped and' affifled their endea^ 
Tours that were labourers, you wrote earncftly 
Letters both to i^Wia^JW and to Crefiviifor thrir 
jRirtherance of brdiAary means , you gave or- 
der for a prayer to be feid by Catholicks fot 
their prolperous fticcefi, you kept meafure with 
-the two tirft dimenlions of Frier B^conh Brafen 
Head, T/«w aar, time woi^ till • ( thanks be to 
<jOd) the third time waffafi.,yo\x had. ever an 
ear open to hftett §ox die afeck, and were in the 
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4inc agoay for the Powder-plot, that Charles 
the Fitth was for the Popes durcfi, giving or- 
der in all his Dominions, that Prayers (hould be 
made for his fdieaie, when in the mean dme.he 
kept and held him in his own hand pri(bner ; 
the leaft wprd of your mouth, or labour of your 
pen, might havefecured both Prince iand State; 
while you pretend to have brc^en both your • 
flecps^d your brains, and that with a greater, 
advai^tlge to the caufe which you wouud ad- 
vance, Uian can ever grow by combufHon and 
confpiracy. But your (endernefi herein was 
iiiitable with another dutiful defireofyoursto 
diflwade Cafesty from the. Plot,-, at his coming 
into Wamnckfliire^ who never meant to come 
thither, but as to the Rendezvous when the 
Parliament had been blown up, and the ftorm 
had been blown over. It may be that youjr 
mind was perplexed and dilquieted upon the 
medication of ftrange events, for (b was the 
.mind of Cain^ Achitofbely and Judof that ber 
tray'd his Mafter : the reafbn is very pregnant 
in the Word of God it (elf, ihzxcumfit tifmdim 
fBeqmtia^ dat te^imonium condentnatiofWj (ince 
wickednefs is cowardly and timorous, it gives 
evidence of condemnation againft it Iclf : Et 
fimper p'afitmit fava perturbata cmfcientia ; 
but Sathan prevailing, his Angelsexecute* 

I will now conclude this adarefi to you, Mr. 
Garnet^ by obferving (bme (pecial points, how 
ftrangely and prepofteroufly the Devil, in this 
laft proje6i of Powder, hath altered his old|^ 
perties. For die curfe th^t God laid ;iipoa the 
Serpent, after the lirfttranlgreflionyMras, Utgra^ 
diretur fipcr peitus fuuw, tQ creep upon his 
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breaft ; but now we find him mowted upon 
the wings of an Effray^ tor the higheft Region 
of the Air^ and^mong the Fire-works, The 
ptfaet part of his curfe was, that he fliould eat 
Tuherem^ that is, dull or powder : But now 
fince Sodom was deftroyed by Suhbure^ and the 
Wife of £(?r.tranfmuted into Salt, the proper 
materials ofthatmeanby which Satan wrought 
in this hot fire^ it appears that the Serpent from 
eating powder-( which was a jdaindeviie) fell^ 
for SI worfe purpofe, to (huff Gun-powder* 
Then the Serpent did infidiari calcaneo^ now 
capitis from which the body draweth both 
ihnCc and influence. Then he began to Eve 
with a modeft (\ac&ion fiurp-secepif Dem^ Why 
hath God commanded? now with a refblution. 
Tract fit Ptfi;«f,God hath commanded. Hiswordi. 
in thofc carried a flourift of great comfort, Ne^ 
cMaquam moriemini \ but now terror, Morieminij 
for a great advantage deftroy them all The Dc* 
y il at that time did oncly nibble about the Text 
of holy Writ,' tan^juam mus ponticus^ as 7^r- 
taUian terms Martian ; but now he draws the 
grounds of Eouivocation conx:erning Princes 
Kves ; Out of the very Scripture, and by Scho- 
laftical Authority, Sathan tempted Qfrifl with 
a fair offer, Dandi omnia^ of giving all upon the 
top of the Pinacle: .But now he lets upon the 
great Lieutenant of Gods Authority and Dig- 
nity, with an auferam tibi omniay both Life and, 
Crown, €X ptnetralibus ^bi Chrijfus non tjt^ 
as we are taught by his Evangelift. The Dra- 
gons ambition extended no mrtber, than the 
Sweeping away with his tail of the third part of 
the Stars in the Firmament : But nqw the, 
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plot of hitnand his Di£ctples '^^^to (we^p away 
the Son, the Moai, and the Stars, both out of 
Star-Chamber ani Parliament, iAm qo light be 
given in this Kingdom to the beft Labourers. 
In the time of Satd, the Devil was fo modeft as 
to fo^nd his lUurxms and Ofacks, till the 
Vifions of the Prophets began to ceafe: But 
now though we have both Mdfis and thePro- 
"phecs, (^ firmiorem fermmpm proph€ttcumj ytt 
be ru6k8 amo^g the robes; ^ inaudita fundit 
itrnenla. In the beginning of the Chriftian 
Church, the very name of Chrift was fofficicnt 
tomafceSathanpack, and'to cjuit the pofleffion 
of tormented men: but he hath learned a more 
cmfiniog trick or Jate, under the banner of 
Chrift, to fight againft the Lieutenants of his 
Imperial Majefty. In one pcnnt I find no change, 
that is, in tabounng and working by all means^ 
to draw men from their truft in Gods diredKon^ 
to a tidcle kind of confidence in themfelves, and 
(Sieir own weak knowledge of good and ill. 
And as that error was the caitfe of Adams exile 
from Paradife, which was horti$s conchifus ; (a 
had ^h another almoft divided us and our 
heirs both fipom our lives and Eftates, Etfenkui 
teto di*vij&s vri^ Vfitanms, 
' I have flood the longer on this point, to let 
you know how idlcly, and yet how wilfully you 
ftrive againft both the Providence of God, and 
tbe Juftice ef die Land ; ^a tuo te jugularvii 
^^dio. The more you labour to get out of the 
Woodj having once loft the right way, the fur-' 
ther you creep in. For the wiHom of the world 
18 folly before God ; and unpoflible it is, that 
tho(e eouniek Ofc proceedings (heuld either 
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have good proof k this wxli^ or reward^ in- the 
next, that are embrued with blood, and purfiied 
with tyranny. .If then there be^tao other way to 
Heaven than by the deftruftion of Gods An- 
nQbted and their Heirs, I will coacltxie with 
you, Mr. Garnet^ ^Ccnfiantius did with Afet^ 
fim^ flrigito tihifcatam^ & in calumfolus ajcen^ 
dtto ; (et up a Ladder for your felf, and climb 
up to Heaven alone, for Lo^al minds will not 
. fiite themfelves with fiich- bad company. The 
worfl I wifb to your pevfbn {landing now to be 
convi£):ed at the Bar, is remorfe and repentance, 
for the fafeguani c^ your: Soul ^ and for the 
aft, Fiat jufiitia^ currat lex^ d^ wncat Veri^ 
tas.

That this one circumftance muft ftill be remem-* 
bred, and cannot be cleared^ That w hen Green-

To that the Earl of Salisbury replied, That Earl of .

knew Catesby would not come down till the 
6tb. of November^ which was the day after the 
blow fliould have been *givea , and Garnet 
went into the Countrey ten days before. And 
fortbefecond, he (aid, That- he was onely glad, 
that the world might now fee, that Jefuits were 
condemned by Jefuits; and Treafbn and Trai- 
tors laid naked by the Traitors themfelves ; yea, 
Jefuits by that Jefuit, that governs all Jefuits 
here, and without whom, no Jefuit in England 
can do any thing. 

Garnet ( as itjhouldfeem ) being here mightily Garneh 
touched with remorje of his offence^ frayed God 
and the King^ that other Cathoticks mighty not 
fare theworfe forhis fake^ ' 

Then the Earl of Salisbury faid, Mr. G^r^ Earl of 
net^ is it not a lamentable thing, that if the i?ope^Mlfsbifry. 
or Claudius Aquaviva^ or your felf, command 
poor Catholicks any thing, that, they mult 
obey you, though it be to endanger both body, 
and foul? And if you maintain fiich Dei. 
(krmc amopgft you, how can the King be fafe ? 
Is it not time therefore the King and the State 
fliould look to you, that fpend your time thus in 
his Kingdom? 

Garnet faid verv pafCbnately, My Lordj Lpamet.

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fuits ; and if you forbid, muft not the reft obey ? 
Was" not Greenv^el with you half an hour at 
Sir Everard Dighy\ hou(e, when you heard of 
the difcovery or your Trealbn ? and did you 
not there confer and debate the matter toge- 
ther ? Did you not (end him to HaU^ to. Mr. 
Abingtonh houfe, to ilir hi^ up to go to the 
' Rebels, and encourage them ' Yet you feek to 
colour all this, but that's but a meer (hift in 
you ; and notwithftanding all this you fiid, 
No man living but one did know that you wefe 
privy to it ; then belike Ibme that' are dead did 
know it. Catesby was never from you, (as the 
. Gentlewoman that kept your houfe with you 
confeffed) and by many apparent proofs, and 
evident preftunptions, you were in every parti- 
cular of this a6):ion, and directed and command- 
ed the Aftors j nay, I think verily, you were the 
chiefthat moved it 
Garnet, Gormt laid, Noy fny.Lordy I did not. 

Then it was exceedingly well urged by my 
Lord Chief Juftice, how he writ his Letters for 
Wmter^ Wright ^ Fawkes, Baynham^ and Cates^ 
by^ principal Aftors in this matchlefs Treafbn.

Powderj and (aid that He wa^ exceeding fotf 
that things took no bettfer efFeft j whereat Hall 
wifhed him not to be difcouraged, nor to mea- 
flire th6 caufe by the event : For though the xi. 
Tribes pf Mrael went twice by the fpecial com- 
mandment of God againft the Tribe of Benja- 
min , yet they both times received the over- 
throw. So Lewif the French king in his voy- 
age into the Holy-Und againft the Infidels, was 
overthrown, and h;s whole Army difcomfitted, 
though his caufe were good. And fo likewife 
the Chriftians when they defended Rhodes againft 
the Turks, loft the City, and the Turks had 
the upper hand. And this he confefted, and 
applied to the fa6l oiCatesby and others for the 
Powder-treafon, and (aid, It would have be^n 
commendable when it had been done, though 
not before. 

After this Mr. Attorney opened, how Fran^ 
cis Trejham^ a dilinquent Romanift, even in 
articuio mort$f ( a fearful thing-) took it upon 
his felvation, That he had not ittnGametm 
fixteen years before, when G^r^^fhimfelf had 
confefTed he had feen him often within that 
time : and likeWife, that Garnet knew not of 
the Spani(h Invafion, which G^»ethimfelf cori- 
fefled alfo, and which two things Trefliam him-

To which pur- 
pole he faid his defire was, truly to lay open 
what caufe there was for any faith tobegiveq 
to thefe mens proteftations, when they, to colour 
their own impieties, and, to flander the Kings 
Juflice, w;ould go about to excule all Jefuits, 
how foul (bever, out of an opinion that it is 
meritorious (b to do, at fiich time as they had no.

Nthe Third oi Aday^ Garnet^ accor- 
ding to his Judgment, was executed

At his arife up the Scaffold,, he flood much 
amazed, ( fear and guiltiness appearing in hisf 
face. ) The Deans of Pauls and Wur/ferj^iff r. be- 
ings prefent, Ytry gravely and Chrifbanly ex- 
horted him to a true and lively iaith to God- 
•ward, a free and plain acknowledgment to the 
World of his offence j and if any rather Trea- 
fbn lay in his knowledge, to unburthen his 
Con(cience, and (hew a forrow and deteftation 
of it. But Garnet impatient of perfwafionSy 
and ill pleaftd to be exhorted by them,- defircd 
them not to trouble him ; he came prepared, 
and wasrelblved Then the Recorder of Zo^ 
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JmX^^o was by his Majefty appointed to be 
there) asked Garnet if he had any thing, to fay 
^ntD the people before he died;' it was no time 
to diflemble, and now his Treafons were too 
manifeft to be diflembled; therefore if he 
would, the world fhould witneis, what at lail 
be. ceniured of himlelf,. and of his fai£t'^ it 
Ihoiild be free to him to fpeak what he lifted. 
But Garnet unwilling to take the ofter, (aid, 
-His voice was low, his ftrength gone , the

Good CounttW'men, I 
am come hither this blefled dajr of lie Invert 
Jiam of the holy Crafsy to end all my crofies in 
this life : The caufe of my fiiffering is not un- 
known to you ; I confefi I have offended the 
King,and am (brry for it, (b far as I was guilty, 
which was in concealing it, and for that I ask 
pardon of his Majefty.

(hould have det<$ed it had it taken effe<^ y and I 
am heartilv- (brry, that any Catholicks eVer had 
fo cruel a defign. Thea turning himielf from 
rj]ie people to fhem about him, he made an Apo^ 
logy for 'Mrs. Amn Vaux^ &ying, There is (iich 
an honourable Gentlewoman, who hath bee^ 
much wronged' in Teporr; fer it is fiiipe£ledand 
&id, that I Ikould x married to her, or Mf6rie ; 
but I proteft the contrary, flie is a vertuous Gen- 
tlewoman, and for me a perfect pure Virgin. 
For the Popes Breeves, Sir Edmmd Baynitms 
going over Seas, and the matter of the Powder- 
treaibn, he refisrred himielf to his Arraignment^ 
and his Confeilipns ^ for whatibever is under 
my hand in any of my Gonfeffions, laid he^ is 
true.

over-heard, whHe ihe leemed to hs- praying. 
When he ftqtdsp, the IS^ficardet £ndingfn his

.doB, wiAnd him not to wceivr Inmieif^ nor 
•beguile his owaSoiil ; lie ^(ds oome ^ die, and 
4nuft ^; iiequiring iiim not to -^Cfimoaaot 
widi his kfl faceatli, if he knc^. any tUngihat 
might he <iangertothe King^^Stnte, he Aouid 
noi«r utter It. ,Gtfmef iaid,itisiKwno*rtiBe to 
e^iirocsite ; how it was lawful, aiid ^en, he 
had (hewed his mmd eUe-whene. Bi^, iaith he, 
I do not now equivocate, and more than I have 
jconfeiled, I do not know. At his afcending up 
the Ladder, he defired to have warning before 
he was turned off. But it was told him, He muft 
Ipok for no other turn but death. Being upon 
the Gibbet, he ufed thefe words, I commend me 
to all good Catholicks, and I pray God preferve 
his Majefiy, the Queen, and all their Pofterity, 
*nd my Lords of the Privy Council, to whom 
1 remember my humble duty, and I am fbrry 
that I did diflemble with them ^ but I did not 
think they had had fuch proof againft me, till 
it was (hewed me : but when that was proved, 
I held it more honour for me at that time to 
confeis, than before to have accufed. And for 
my Brother Greemvay^ I would the truth were 
known: for ihe falfe reports that are, make 



iiimmore faulty than he is. I (hould not hate' 
charged him, but that Iv thought he had been 
iafe.

Verfity, but he grew to a brave and worthy re* 
Iblution, making choice rather (not out or de- 
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(peration) of his own deaths than that by hi^ 
life the Common-weal ihould be diihirb^ 
And though I cannot but difallow the manner 
pf his death, (by reafbn he knew notGod tn^y) 
yet is it plain, that adverfity brought him to 
that worthy mind, which contemned life in 
regard of his Countreys good ; and ^hicb was 
fo contrary to that mind that prplperity^ had 
fnifled in him.
